Instead of having a special rate on 
each article, as waa tbe case in tie 
French law, the Russian tariff made 
the general schedule (which was in use 
prior to 1892) the minimum schedule 
of the new tariff, and placed increases 
ranging as high as 30 per cent over the 
minimum. Russia was not able to up- 
hold the plan in its entirety, and was 
compelled to make commercial trea- 
ties with France and 
Germany, in 


which reductions on the minimum rate 
were given. At present, 
therefore, 


Russia's tariff system is composed of a 
maximum and a conventional schedule 
The conventional rates are given to 
countries having most favored nation 
agreements, the minimum 
rates to 


other countries, while the maximum 
rates arc intended to be used in case 
of a tariff war. 


The Brazilian tariff of 1900 is ar- 


ranged in a manner similar to the 
Russian. 
The tariff contains 
maxi- 


mum and minimum rates, tho latter t' 
be applied to imports from those coun- 
tries which treat Brazilian exports, es- 
pecially coffee, on a favorable basis. 


The experience of Greece with the 


maximum and minimum system has 
been, amiilar to that of Russia.

pose our ears for two minutes without

One morning iu January I stood iu

They worked 
for at least half au hour with bare 
bands packing up the tent and utensils, 
handling the packages and lashing 
them together with icy seal thongs 
without ••icperlenclmj the least appar- 
ent inconvenience, while I partly froze 
my fingers striking a light for my pipe 
with a flint and steel, the whole opera- 
tion taking not more than three min- 
utes.

Game Laws. 


There seems to be considerable mis- 


understanding of the rabbit law and 
in order to throw light, upon it, J. C. 
Porterfield, chief game warden of U. 
state, has given out tne following state- 
ment as to Its provisions. 
According 


to the interpretation put upon it by 
himself. It is as follows: 


"Section 6964 of the state game laws, 


which relate to ibe sale ond posses- 
sion of game, is void, so far as rabb! 
ate concerned on account of a provi- 
sion therein which says 'nor shall any- 
thing herein apply to rabbits.' U la. 
therefore, lawful at any time during 
the year to buy or sell rabbits or have 
them in possisstor.. It is alao lawful 
for anyone to hunt rabbits with dogs 
or ferrets, or in any manner except 
with giins, provide-,: such person has a 
written permission from the land own- 
er to hunt on his land.
